In response to applicant's argument that it would not have been obvious to 



combine the references, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary 
reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the 
claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the 
test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary 
skill in the art. In this case the teaching reference of Kankaanpaa would demonstrate that a pick 
off roll would allow the apparatus to operate at a much faster speed and thus improve 
productivity. In this case, motivational reasoning has been provided. The applicant's 
amendments to the claims have overcome the 35 USC 1 12 rejection of claims 10,12,22,and 26. 
The amendment will be entered. Regarding vacuum roll 25, this roll is positioned outside loop 



Applicant's election without traverse of Group 1 in the reply filed on 7/19/06 is 
acknowledged.
